To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  tenth  Annual  Report 
since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  of  Divisional  Health 
Administration.  Under  the  Divisional  Health  Scheme  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  Divisional  Medical  Officer 
for  the  West  Riding  County  Council’s  local  health  services 
and  has  similar  functions  in  the  Borough  of  Todmorden,  the 
Urban  Districts  of  Sowerby  Bridge  and  Ripponden  and  the 
Rural  District  of  Hepton.  The  scheme  has  led  to  a closer 
integration  of  local  authority  health  services. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  show  that  the  decline  in 
the  birth  rate  noted  in  recent  years  has  been  checked,  but 
despite  the  rise  this  year  the  figure  is  still  low  in  comparison 
with  the  county  as  a whole.  There  was  only  one  death  of 
an  infant  under  one  year  of  age  and,  for  the  tenth  successive 
year,  there  was  no  maternal  death.  This  reflects  great  credit 
on  all  those  concerned  with  the  care  of  mothers  and  young 
children. 

Once  again  the  number  of  deaths  notified  in  the  district 
is  in  excess  of  the  number  of  live  births  which  suggests  a con- 
tinuation of  the  trend  noted  in  previous  years  towards  a 
smaller  and  more  aged  population. 

The  infectious  disease  notifications  for  1956  show  the 
absence  of  any  serious  epidemic  disease.  There  were  some 
ten  cases  of  a mild  form  of  dysentery  which  has  become  very 
prevalent,  spreading  rapidly  between  young  children  and 
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within  the  family  circle,  and  the  only  effective  means  of 
control  is  by  scrupulous  attention  to  personal  cleanliness. 
Although  only  three  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified 
during  the  year,  this  is  one  of  the  most  serious  diseases  of 
early  childhood  and  often  leads  to  chest  trouble  in  later  life. 
It  is  therefore  disappointing  to  record  that  only  a small  pro- 
portion of  children  have  been  vaccinated  against  whooping 
cough,  although  this  is  readily  available  under  the  County 
Council  scheme  from  either  the  general  medical  practitioner 
or  the  local  clinic. 

A further  protective  measure  was  introduced  in  the  course 
of  the  year  when  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  offered 
to  children  in  those  age  groups  considered  to  be  most  sus- 
ceptible. There  was  a very  good  response  by  parents  in  the 
Hebden  Royd  area  but,  unfortunately,  the  initial  supply  of 
vaccine  was  very  limited  and  only  a small  proportion  could 
be  treated. 

One  of  the  most  formidable  problems  facing  your  Council 
is  the  implementation  of  the  clearance  programme  for  unfit 
houses.  This  is  a problem  beset  with  many  difficulties  when 
one  considers  the  density  of  the  existing  buildings,  the  costly 
development  of  cleared  hillside  sites  and  the  scarcity  of  land 
for  further  building,  due  to  the  geography  of  the  district.  A 
five  year  plan  to  deal  with  the  first  four  areas  was  submitted 
in  1955  but  to  date  little  progress  has  been  made  and  it  is 
becoming  increasingly  clear  that  few,  if  any,  of  these  areas 
will  be  dealt  with  in  the  period.  It  is  indeed  disturbing  to 
report  that  many  hundreds  of  families  in  the  district  are 
'living  in  dwellings  which  I should  have  no  hesitation  in 
representing  as  unfit  for  habitation,  with  little  hope  of  any 
improvement  in  the  near  future.  The  cost  of  re-housing  is 
undoubtedly  high,  but  can  it  be  compared  with  the  cost  of 
ill-health  and  hardship  caused  by  poor  housing  conditions? 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  kindness,  patience  and  co-operation,  and  to 
thank  Mr.  Tindall,  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  most 
willing  assistance  in  helping  me  to  tackle  the  numerous  prob- 
lems of  the  Health  Department.

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SECTION  II 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services 


A.  Hospitals 

There  is  no  hospital  in  Hebden  Royd  district.  Patients 
requiring  hospital  treatment  are  referred  as  a rule  to  hos- 
pitals under  the  administration  of  the  Halifax  Hospitals 
Management  Committee  (National  Health  Service).  Included 
in  this  group  are  the  Halifax  General  Hospital,  Royal  Hali- 
fax Infirmary,  St.  John’s  Hospital  (for  the  aged  and  chronic 
sick),  Northowram  Hall  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases, 
Shelf  Sanatorium,  Todmorden  Fielden  Hospital  (for  long 
stay  medical  cases  in  children),  and  Todmorden  Stansfield 
View  Hospital  for  mentally  defective  patients. 

Maternity  Beds  are  now  only  available  at  the  Halifax 
General  Hospital.  Priority  in  booking  is  given  to  abnormal 
cases,  mothers  expecting  their  first  child,  and  mothers  with 
unsatisfactory  home  conditions. 

Special  hospitals  (e.g..  Mental  Hospitals,  special  Ortho- 
paedic Hospitals,  Tuberculosis  Sanatoria,  etc.)  outside  the 
Halifax  area  are  available  when  required;  they  are  situated 
in  various  parts  of  the  so-called  “ Leeds  Hospital  Region  ” 
which  in  fact  extends  into  all  three  Ridings. 


B.  Ambulance  Service 

The  County  Council  took  over  the  control  of  the 
ambulance  service  towards  the  end  of  1947.  The  area  served 
by  the  Todmorden  Ambulance  Depot  now  includes  Hebden 
Bridge  but  not  Mytholmroyd,  which  is  covered  by  the  Halifax 
Corporation  Ambulance  Service  under  an  agency  agreement. 
This  is  not  regarded  as  an  ideal  arrangement. 


C.  Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  (directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  the 
Ministry  of  Health)  at  central  laboratories  in  Wakefield  and 
Bradford. 
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IX  Issue  of  Anti-Toxin,  etc. 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  avail- 
able at  the  Northowram  Hall  Hospital  and  the  Halifax 
General  Hospital  for  issue  to  medical  practitioners  requiring 
them.  By  arrangement  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  sup- 
plies of  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  also  kept  at  the  Divisional 
Health  Office,  The  Medical  Centre,  Todmorden,  for  the  use 
of  medical  practitioners  in  the  division.  A supply  of 
reagents  for  diphtheria  and  whooping-cough  immunisation 
is  also  available  free  of  charge  to  private  practitioners  who 
have  undertaken  to  participate  in  the  West  Riding  County 
Council’s  schemes  of  immunisation.  Poliomyelitis  vaccine 
is  also  issued,  as  available,  in  accordance  with  approved 
arrangements. 

SECTION  III 

W.R.C.C.  Preventive  Health  Services 

A.  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

PITT  STREET  CLINIC,  HEBDEN  BRIDGE.— The 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  here  every  Wed- 
nesday and  Thursday  afternoon  with  a doctor  in 
attendance,  together  with  the  Health  Visitors,  and  an  Ante 
Natal  Clinic  similarly  staffed  was  held  every  Friday  after- 
noon. The  School  Clinic  was  held  every  Wednesday  morning 
and  was  attended  by  a doctor.  Sunlight  clinics  are  held  every 
Monday  afternoon  and  Thursday  morning. 

SCOUT  ROAD  METHODIST  SUNDAY  SCHOOL.— 
Dr.  T.  M.  Crawford  attended  the  Maternity  and  Child  Wel- 
fare Clinic  at  Mytholmroyd  on  alternate  Wednesday  after- 
noons.

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PROVISION  OF  WELFARE  FOODS,  ETC. 

A variety  of  brands  of  dried  milk  and  other  infant  foods 
are  sold  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  for  the  convenience  of 
mothers. 

National  Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Orange  Juice,  etc., 
are  also  distributed  at  the  Centres  under  revised  arrange- 
ments instituted  in  July,  1954,  when  the  County  Council 
became  responsible  for  this  service. 

DAY  NURSERY  ACCOMMODATION 

Priority  cases  from  the  Hebden  Royd  area  may  be 
admitted  to  the  Nursery  at  Todmorden. 

CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS 

Special  equipment  and  nursing  staff  are  available  for 
use  in  the  homes  in  cases  requiring  them. 

PROVISION  OF  MATERNITY  OUTFITS 

These  are  provided  free  to  mothers  preparing  for  con- 
finement in  their  own  homes. 

C.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home 

Midwifery  Service 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  employ  two  full-time 
midwives  in  the  Hebden  Royd  area.  One  nurse  is 
responsible  for  the  work  in  the  Hebden  Bridge  and 
Hepton  districts;  the  other  nurse’s  area  covers  the 
Mytholmroyd,  Luddenden  Foot  and  Midgley  districts.

Analgesia 

The  midwives  are  trained  in  the  administration  of  gas 
and  air  analgesia  and  provided  with  the  necessary 
equipment.  Analgesia  is  available  to  all  mothers  desiring 
it,  subject  to  satisfactory  medical  examination. 

Home  Nursing  Service 

There  are  two  full-time  Home  Nurses  working  in  the 
Hebden  Royd  Urban  District.  Their  areas  are  similar 
to  those  worked  by  the  two  midwives. 

D.  Health  Visiting 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with 
those  of  School  Nurse.  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health 
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Service  Act  the  scope  of  this  service  includes  home  visiting 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  children 
and  persons  (including  adults)  suffering  from  illness,  and  of 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers.  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives 
advice  in  the  home  as  to  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  infection. 

E.  Home  Helps 

The  recruitment  of  suitable  women  to  be  Home  Helps 
again  proved  to  be  difficult.  During  1956,  59  cases  were 
attended  by  Home  Helps,  and  the  total  number  of  hours 
worked  was  7,666  as  compared  with  7,518  hours  the 
previous  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
the  County  Council  provide  domestic  help  for  households 
“ where  such  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any 
person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally 
defective,  aged,  or  a child  not  over  compulsory  school  age.  ’ 

Of  the  59  cases  attended  in  1956,  Home  Helps  were 
provided  for  the  following  reasons: — 45  aged  and  chronic 
sick,  14  maternity. 

F.  Care  and  After  Care 

Special  provisions  are  in  operation  for  the  care  and 
after  care  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  mental 
illness  or  defect,  venereal  disease,  and  other  illnesses.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  and  Waterworks  Committee 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  seventh  report  as 
your  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Cleansing  Superintendent. 

The  year  under  review  has  been  one  of  steady  if  slow 
and  unspectacular  progress  in  improving  the  environmental 
hygiene  of  the  district.  Much  of  the  work  of  a health  depart- 
ment goes  almost  unnoticed  and  it  is  only  when  something 
goes  wrong  that  we  hilt  the  headlines.  There  were  no  severe 
outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  or  food  poisoning  to  record 
and  no  one  particular  branch  of  the  work  has  necessitated 
an  abnormal  amount  of  time  being  devoted  to  it  to  the  detri- 
ment of  other  work,  with  the  exception  of  food  inspection 
which  occupies  one  full  day  per  week  and  parts  of  others. 
I have  instead,  tried  to  divide  my  available  time  amongst  all 
the  many  varied  aspects  of  the  work  so  that  a little  improve- 
ment could  be  effected  in  all  spheres. 

It  is,  however,  disappointing  to  have  to  record  that  the 
starting  signal  has  still  not  been  given  on  the  slum  clearance 
programme,  and  the  possibility  of  carrying  out  the  five-year 
programme  in  that  period  is  receding  rapidly.  Whilst  I fully 
understand  and  appreciate  the  somewhat  unusual  difficulties 
of  the  Housing  Committee,  I cannot  forget  the  other  side  of 
the  picture — the  unfortunate  people  who  have  to  continue 
living  in  such  unhealthy  conditions  year  after  year. 
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As  I forecast  in  my  last  report,  the  throughput  of 
the  slaughterhouse  has  increased  tremendously,  the  number  of 
cattle  and  pigs  being  nearly  doubled  and  sheep  more  than 
doubled.  Obviously  this  has  entailed  a considerable  increase 
in  the  number  of  hours  devoted  to  meat  inspection,  some  of  it 
outside  normal  office  hours. 

Whilst  on  the  subject  of  food,  I feel  that  I should  draw 
attention  to  a most  undesirable  practice  which  is  prevalent 
in  this  area.  I refer  to  the  leaving  of  milk  delivered  by 
roundsmen  on  doorsteps  and  window  cills  for  long  periods 
during  the  day,  often  exposed  to  the  sun.  On  many  occasions 
I have  noted  that  milk  delivered  in  the  morning  was  still 
there  at  four  o’clock  in  the  afternoon.  In  addition  to  probable 
fouling  by  animals  and  birds  there  is  also  danger  from  dust 
and  dirt  and  prolonged  exposure  to  the  heat  of  the  sun. 

Once  again  lam  happy  to  be  able  to  record  a reduction 
in  the  nett  cost  of  the  cleansing  service  for  the  financial  year 
’ended  31st  March,  1956,  in  spite  of  increased  wages  and 
rising  prices.  This  has  been  achieved  by  a maximum  effort 
in  the  salvage  field  and  by  keeping  a close  watch  on  expendi- 
ture. It  should  be  emphasised  that  this  result,  has  not  meant 
any  reduction  in  the  first-class  service  given  to  the  community. 

The  outlook  on  salvage  was,  however,  not  quite  so  bright 
at  the  end  of  the  calendar  year.  From  July  onwards  a minor 
slump  in  the  waste  paper  market  restricted  our  activities  con- 
siderably with  a result  that  the  salvage  returns  show  a slight 
reduction  on  the  previous  twelve  months. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  tendered  to  Dr.  Lyons,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  to  Dr.  Gordon,  his  deputy,  for  their 
unfailing  help  throughout  the  year  in  the  many  problems 
besetting  a Heath  Department.  I would  also  thank  the  other 
chief  officials  of  the  Council  for  providing  certain  statistics 
from  their  records  for  inclusion  in  this  report. 

Finally,  may  I record  my  appreciation  of  the  keen  interest 
and  support  of  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee.
